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Town Manager RichardJ, Rowen 
jolted municipal officials Wednes- 
day night when he forecast a $13.50 
increase in the tax rate for 1969. 

Bowen, delivering his annual 
budget message before municipal 
officials in Memorial Hall library, 
attributed the hike to two major 
factors, increased expenses, par- 
ticularly in the school department, 
and a loss of over $500,000 innon- 
property tax revenue to the town. 

The budget figures show an in- 
crease of over $2,000,000 com- 
pared to the 1968 budget. 

This year, the budget being pre- 
sented to the finance committee 
for review totals $11,036,667. The 
1968 budget was $9,001,756. 

The school budget alone repre- 
sents 46 per cent of the 1969 budget 
- a total of $5,071,164. 

The municipal debt, representing 
16 per cent of the budget, will 
total $1,741,629. 

A total of $2,602,906 will go to- 
ward providing other municipal 
services and will represent 23 per 
cent of 1969 overall municipal

costs. 

In his message Wednesday night 
Bowen said that he was nothing 
more than a message carrier, in 
that he was bringing the news and 
the story which had to be told. 

He said he was just plain angry. 
Angry that the state says the town 
will get x number of dollars less 
and ‘‘what can I do about it.” 

‘Also, the school department 
budget seems to have gotten out of 
hand.’’ 

Bowen said there will be a sup- 
plemental budget message from 
both himself and the school com- 
mittee chairman within a week or 
so. 

A public hearing on the budget 
is scheduled for Tuesday night’ at 
7:30 in the Central school audi- 
torium. Copies of the budget are 
now available at the town hall. 

The tax rate forecast would in- 
crease the town’s rate from the 
present $31 to $44.50. - 

Bowen said that even with the 
increased assessments, such as 
the revenue to be realized from 


the new Gillette plant, the tax rate 
will still be going up $13.50. 

Among the contributing factors 
is the loss of over $500,000 from 
the state through the takeover of 
the welfare program. 

Also, Bowen said, revenue to the 
town from the sales and use tax 
has been less than predicted. 

The surplus revenue account is 
also lower than it has been for the 
past five years, the manager said. 

With regard to the surplus ac- 
count, Bowen noted that ayear ago, 
he and a majority of the selectmen 
had recommended a lesser amount 


be taken from surplus to reduce ~ 


the tax rate, but town meeting 
overruled. 

Present figures indicate that 
$8,008,667 will have to be raised 
by property taxes in 1969, repre- 
senting 73 per cent of the cost of 
operation municipal government. 
An additional $2,003,000 will be 
applied from non-property tax 
revenue, or 18 per cent. There 
will be $1,025,000 coming from

fund, making up the remaining 
nine per cent of the municipal 
budget. 

In his budget message, Bowen 
emphasized that there was little 
he could do but present the bleak 
picture. 

In addition to the budget, which 
will be acted on at the annual town 
meeting, other factors must be 
considered, 


There will be special articles 
presented to town meeting, one of 
which is already in controversy, 
that being the public safety center. 
An additional $120,000 is being 
requested for the safety center to 
put back in the building a number 
of items removed in order to bring 
the structure within the bid price. 
The contract has been awarded, 
but several items in the original 
plans were taken out in order that 
the contract could be awarded. - 


All in all, the tax picture for 
Andover, as in the case for most 
communities, is not too pleasant 


P.A. Afro-American Society 
Helps Black Students Adjust 


(A TOWNSMAN News Feature) 


What is the purpose and func- 
tion of an Afro-American Society 
in’a boys’ boarding school? 

Craig Weston, president of Phil- 
lips _Academy’s Afro-American 
Society, feels that its main pur- 
pose is to make the presence of 
black students on the campus 
easier for those students, provid- 
ing a framework in which black 
students can talk among eachother 
and reinforce each other. 


One of the most important func- 
tions of the Society, Craig says, 
is to help white students become 
aware, through an open member- 
ship, and through frank dialogue 
in its forums, of what black people 
are like, and of the problems of 
being black in a white society. 

Between its open meetings, the 
Afro-American. Society at Phil- 
lips, established in the fall of 
1967, works to ease the transi- 
tion of new black students into 
24-hour-a-day living in a pre- 
dominately white school in a vir- 
tually all-white town, 

Craig describes the cultura- 
shock involved: ‘‘Being separated 
from the black society you grew 
up in, you are in a different type 
of culture environment and type 
of institution, which is culturally 
oriented to middle-class white 
America. Your personal relations 
© smoothly, but still, a black boy 
e not comfortable. The social at- 
mosphere is different; there are 


so very few black girls, the music

at dances is not the kind you’re 
used to, you can’t find most of the 
magazines you’re used to reading, 
and the food is so different. I guess 
boys always complain about the 
food, but for black students its a 
different kind of food. You’d have 
to go into Roxbury to get the soul 
food you’re used to,”’ 

Add to this the probability that 
the new black boy will have real 
trouble with at least one of his 
courses, if he comes from a dis- 
advantaged background. The Afro- 
American Society stands ready to 
provide tutoring to such a boy, to 
get him over the hump, 

Headmaster John M. Kemper 
echoes the Afro-American presi- 
dent on the need for the Society at 
Phillips. Kemper told the TOWNS- 
MAN; ‘The reality is that for the 
iret time, thanks to the Afro- 

merican Society, we can really 
talk to black boys about the pro- 
blems of being black in an almost 
totally white environment. Before 
this time, we were being so polite 
we didn’t bring it up. Who knows 
how many black boys in the past 
would have been happier and had 
an easier time if we could have 
talked about it together? Now at 
least we’re making some progress 
in becoming more sympathetic and 
understanding. There are two kinds

Salt, Hot Top 


Pollution Infests Maples

Andover’s Maple trees, as are 
those of most Massachusetts com- 
munities, are rapidly becoming a 
thing of the past. 

Man’s domination of the earth 
is apparently the answer to the 
demise of the trees which blos- 
somed forth in the spring, shaded 
us in the summer and poured 
forth unusual beauty inthe autumn. 

A blight not caused by insects, 
has apparently infested the partic- 
ular species of tree life, accord- 
ing to Tree Supt. Phil Busby. His 
department has removed over 60 
trees the past year which have died 


out---up to recent times due to 
mysterious reasons. 

Experts who have studied the 
situation, have pinpointed the mat- 
ter of man’s inhumanity to nature. 

Among the causes are salt--- 
spread on the streets to keep 

Pollution or conservation,, call 
it what you will - think of it next 
time in pouring maple syrup over 
motor vehicles from skidding and 


persons from falling, hot top--- 
preventing natural rainfall and 
aeration to reach roots, and a 
six year drought which failed to 
provide the necessary water to 
nurture the trees, 

The over 60 trees which had 
to be taken down in the past year, 
either have or will be replaced, 
Mr, Busby said. These are on 
town land. 

Probably several other Maples 
have been lost on private property, 
and due to the same problems, 
drought, salt and hot top. 

Solutions to the problem are 
not apparent at the moment. 

How a community fails to salt 
its streets in slippery weather, 
or cover its walks with hot top have 
not been resolved, 

The drought---this is something 
over which man has no control. 

It is, however, a sorry sight 
to see these things of beauty be- 
ing decayed by what is really 
pollution.

As speed increases, range de- 
creases. Hills andquick accelera- 
tion also consume power and re- 
duce range considerably. 

‘‘After 80 miles or less, the 
battery must be re-charged, and 
this can take up to two hours,’’ 
Mangino continued. ‘‘Compare 
this with the driving range of 300 
miles or more that you get from a 
tankful of gasoline and the five 
minutes or less it takes to re- 
fuel at a service station.

In a report to trustees and cor- 
porators attending the annual 
meeting of Andover Savings Bank

Taped Talk By 
Priest At 
Coffee House 


Rev. Anthony Mullaney, sched- 
uled to appear at the People’s 
Choice coffee house this Friday 
evening will be unable to come 
because of meetings with his 
lawyers in New York. Father Mul- 
laney has agreed to tape a speech 
instead, and Father George Spag- 
nolia will appear in his place to 
comment and answer questions. 

In September, Father Mullaney, 
along with 13 other war resistors 
broke into Milwaukee’s Selective 
Service Administration, seized an 
estimated 10,000 draft records, 
soaked them with homemade 
napalm and burned them as they 
conducted a religious service ina 
small park across the street. They 
were arrested and are currently 
on bail awaiting trial. 

Father Mullaney, 39, a Bene- 
dictine monk of St. Anselm’s, Man- 
chester, N. H., holds a Ph.D in 
psychology and has taught at both 
St. Anselm’s and Boston Univer- 
sity. For the past year he has been 
stationed with Warwick House in 
Roxbury, an _ inner-city house 
church operated by a _ team 
ministry. 

Father Mullaney became in- 
volved in direct action after letter 
writing, sermons and marches 
opposed to the war failed to bring 
about a change in our government’s 
policy. He believes that the urban 
poor are paying for the war indis- 
continued poverty programs. 

In a statement issued by the 
Milwaukee Fourteenthey declared: 
‘In destroying with napalm part of 
our nation’s bureaucratic machin- 
ery of conscription, we declare 
that the service of life no longer 
provides any options other than 
positive, concrete action against 
what can only be calledthe Ameri- 
can way of death . .. We wish to 
offer our lives and future to block- 
ade, absorb, and transform the 
violence and madness which our 
society has come to personify.” 

Rev. George Spagnolia of St. 
Francis de Sales Church in Rox- 
bury is the community organizer 
for Roxbury of the Massachusetts 
Welfare Rights Organization. He 
has participated in the anti-draft 
demonstrations on Boston 
Common. Father Spagnolia spent 
several days in Milwaukee helping 
clear up legal tangles following 
the Milwaukee Fourteen incident.

The Lesson 


What has happened at Brandeis University in Waltham 
the past several days should serve to prove a lesson to 
us in the east. 

What has happened is disgraceful, but the lesson to be 
learned is that it can happen here. 

We shall ever uphold the democratic right to dissent. 
But we shall also strongly uphold the theory that authority 
is a must in this nation. 

We would not object to peaceful picketing, the circling 
of placard-bearing persons stating their feelings. 

But to wrest a building, actually seize it and keep a 
core of a university from functioning, is in defiance of all 
lawful authority. 

This is deplorable. 

The persons who performed the atrocious act were seek- 
ing autonomy on a university campus; seeking almost to 
run the school as they felt it should be run; gaining ad- 
missions for their race and wanting the authority to run 
the school for the members of their race as they saw fit. 

The defiance of authority is deplorable and the limits 
to which it went without definitive action was completely 
abominable. 

It was even worse considering two basic facts. The 
school is named for one of the nation’s most eminent 
jurists, Supreme Court Justice Louis D. Brandeis, his- 
torically recorded as one of the more liberal members of 
the bench. Secondly, the school has one of the highest 
enrollments of Negro students, many of whom must have 
been admitted through scholarships. 

Out of all this, however, comes a lesson. 

‘In the past several years, we here in the east have seen 
such demonstrations on campuses in California. 

Berkeley and San Francisco are on the other side of the 
continent. We could view riotous actions there from the 
viewpoint of a sense of self-righteous immunity. It was 
easy for us to ask why ‘something wasn’t done to stop the 
nonsense. 

Then Brandeis, a young vibrant institution, perhaps 
thinking that, because of its record, it could not be a vic- 
tim of black power, is assaulted. 

The west may be looking eastward over its shoulder 
with at least a slight smirk. 

We can’t resent it. We know it can happen here. It has.

ing - and its size! In equipment, 
it compares to the very best in all 
the Philippines.’’ 

And school inside that building? 
‘The school day is shorter here, 
than in the Philippines, and the 
teachers are more lenient with 
the students. This has its advant- 
ages and disadvantages, but I think 
the advantages it brings are more 
important.’’ 

Among the surprises that school 
in America faced him with, Winston 
declared himself ‘‘really amazed 
at how sports are very much em- 
phasized in the United States 
schools. This is very good. In the 
Philippines we don’t have the 
necessary facilities. Perhaps this 
is the reason why sports are not 
much emphasized there,”’ 

There is also adifference, Wins- 
ton found, in the number, variety, 
and manner of operating of the 
extra-curricular activities. ‘‘Stu- 
dents. running different organiza- 
tions have a freer handhere than 
they do at home.” 

Winston graduated from Mag- 
saysay High School last year, but 
postponed college to take his AFS 
year in Andover as a senior. Here 
he is taking courses that are all 
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new to him. A business course in 
bookkeeping, and an elective in 
computers, for example, to take 
advantage of modern equipment 
which was not. available in his 
home high school. He is studying 
Spanish, English and the new 
speech course being offered this 
year - a practical aid to a young 
man who has many speaking en- 
gagements, 

Finally, Winston is studying the 
20th Century American History 
course required of all Andover 
high school students; he’s also 
taking a further elective in 
American Foreign Policy, a re- 
warding subject for an Asian to 
study in America, seeing it through 
American eyes. He likes the se- 
minar approach ‘‘a chance for 
student’s to find out and express 
their own ideas.’’ 

As Winston made his observa- 
tions, David Thompson added 
quietly that he too was getting 
new impressions, About life in 
the Philippine Islands? No, not 
just that. David said that by look- 
ing at his everyday experiences 
and everyday occurrences here 
through a foreign student’s eyes, 
he began to see that these are not 
‘‘everyday experiences’’ every- 
where on earth, but are special to 
our own situation here, and he be- 
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terday I came, the days go so fast.’’ 


gan to understand them better. 

One feels that this growth of 
this kind of understanding is what 
the American Field Service foreign 

student program is all about. 

David Thompson and Winston 
Francisco ordinarily see very 
little of each other in school, as 
they are in different classes, but 
they both belong to the high school’s 
American Field Service Club. This 
student club raises money for the 

school expenses of American Field 
Service students while they are in 
Andover, and serves as a focus 
for student interest in applying 
for the overseas program - for 
example, Denise Drazy of Andover 
of the high school, who is about to 
start the academic year in New 
Zealand, 

Expressing his gratitude, Wins- 
ton said simply, ‘‘they support 
me,’’ and he meant it literally and 
figuratively too, as he added ‘‘they 
have made it more fun for me to 
be here,’’? It was here that his 
school friendships began. 
Winston’s part is to take on speak- 
ing engagements on behalf of the 
American Field Service, and any 
groups inthe community interested 
in hearing him may make arrange- 
ments through Mrs. Charles Ca- 
petta, 167 Hidden Road. 

The Thompsons are seeing to it 
that their foster-son will have 
special memories of New England. 
First there were the weeks on 
Cape Cod, on Buzzard’s Bay, 
beaching and sailing together. 
Winston’s face glowed over these 
memories: ‘‘It was beautiful, so 
beautiful.’’ 

In October, the family made a 
pilgrimage to the White Mountains 
at the height of the fall color, and 
took Winston up Mount Cranmore 
on the ski tow cars, above the 
treetops. 

“The sight was fantastic, un- 
believalble,’’ recalled the boy from 
the Philippines. ‘‘The mountains 
in foliage, so brightly colorful, 
and below in the valley, still the 
green, it was unreal, I’ve never 
seen anything like it.’’ 

How does a family like the 
Thompsons get involved with host- 
ing an AFS student? ‘‘We first 
got to know about AF'S through the 
foreign movies they sponsored to 
raise funds,’’ Mrs, Thompson ex- 
plained. ‘‘An AFS speaker ex- 
plained about the program, and we 
got interested. We helped on the 
finance committee the next year, 
and applied to be a host family, 
We hoped, but didn’s expect, that 
we would be chosen.’ 

Like other seniors at Andover, 
Winston has a half year to go, 
but it is likely to go quickly at 
the Thompson household, for as

Apples Among | 


The Best Buys 


A sure harbinger of the coming 
‘‘spring’’? harvest of McIntosh 
apples is the opening this week of 
the season’s first sealed apple 
warehouses. The present early 
trickle of apples kept in a scien- 
tifically controlled atmosphere 
since the fall harvest in order to 
retain their tree-fresh condition 
will become a steady flow in a few 
weeks, says the Massachusetts De- 
partment of Agriculture. In the 
meanwhile, enough Macs, Baldwins 
and Delicious apples from standard 
storage are on handto make apples 
a ‘‘best buy’’ this week. 

Native produce in abundant 
supply at reasonable prices include 
carrots, parsnips, butternut and 
Blue Hubbard squash, turnips and 
a trio of greenhouse crops - water- 
cress, tomatoes and lettuce. Extra 
large and jumbos are the ‘‘best 
buys’’ on egg counters, in that 
order. 

For a tasty budget lunch or 
supper, this recipe for frankfurter 
scramble should get lots of atten- 
tion from menuwise homemakers: 

Dice a frankfurter, 1 for each 
person. Brown in butter, then add 
enough eggs for 2 per person, 
scrambled with the same quantity 
of tomato juice as if you used milk, 
plus a dash. of ground pepper.

Town Manager Richard Bowen 
gave the League of Women Voters 
his guidelines for ‘‘cautious re- 
vision” of Andover’s town char- 
ter, when they asked him to speak 
on modernizing local government 
Tuesday. 

Praising the present charter 
as a model of brevity and care- 
ful consideration, Bowen said any 
revision should strengthen the 
selectmen’s role and their appoin- 
tive authority over all town boards, 
commissions and committees, in-' 
cluding the finance committee. 

He asked that town planning, 
on the other hand, be made a 
departmental post, ‘‘down where 
the action is’’, and that the plan- 
ner be appointed by the town mana- 
ger, along with the town accountant. 

He advised changing the term 

_ appointment of the town manager 
to an indefinite appointment, ar- 
guing that this would make the 
executive post more résponsible 
to the appointive authority of the 
selectmen, andthe selectmen more 
actively responsible in case of 
firing, as well as hiring, the town 
manager, He suggested quasi- 
judicial hearings as a protection 
to a manager under fire. 

On construction and maintenance 
of public buildings, Bowen said 
of the senior high school construc- 
tion, begun before his advent as 
town manager; ‘“‘If I knew then 
what I know now, I would have 
quit then, It’s been six years, 
it;s not been easy, and it;s not 
been pleasant, The building com- 
mittee should have a bronze plaque. 

The idea behind it was good, but 
the present situa tion promotes 
buckpassing. Either all the con- 
struction authority for school 
buildings should be given to the 
school. committee, allowing the 
town manager to act as a critic, 

‘or professional staff should be 

provided for whoever is respons- 
ible for building construction. 


Bowen held that the town should 
be responsible for maintenance of 
all public buildings and grounds, 
including the schools, ‘‘Because 
it makes more sense, The schools 
belong to the town, and the people, 
as well as the other townbuild- 
ings.”’ 

On other issues, the mana 

On other issues, the manager 
made these points: 
® Home Rule: meaningful home 
rule will not happen until a con- 
stitutional amendment prohibits 
local bills being submitted to the 
legislature. Town government is 
here to stay, said Bowen; towns 
should put a price tag on all 
legislation and should say ‘‘ hands 
Off!’? to the Legislature. 


@ County government: It’s got 
to go, and regional government 
come - in; ; Towns, should, retain 
control over basics, but»can co- 
operate regionally on sewage, po 
lice, garbage, etc. 


@ Civil service reform, and law 
enforcement: Personnel has got 
to become more personal. Civil 
service, does not work for local 
services, Towns should be re- 
‘cruiting hard for good policemen, 
for instance, instead of depending 
on civil service applications on 
the post office wall. Bowen point- 
ed out that Andover is one of the 
few towns in Massachusetts which 
requires a high school education 
for its police candidates. Noting 
a proposal to raise the minimum 
police salaries to $10,400, Bowen 
said that in this ‘‘year of the 
cop’? we should not panic and 
merely equate dollars with qual- 
ity. He urged the need for good 
recruiting and good training pro- 
grams, instead of simply civil 
service exams and six weeks of 
basic training, to increase young 
persons’ respect for law enforce- 
ment and interest in it as a car-

eer. Bowen added that if he had 
it to do over again, this is the 
field he would choose. 
@ Finance: Residents face aloss 
of $4 on the tax rate because 
‘*some wiseheads took over admin- 
istration of welfare and no one 
knew what it would cost.’’ 
® Town Meeting: Town Meet- 
ing should not be replaced by re- 
presentative town meeting. It 
should stay a full town meeting or 
“be replaced by an elective council. 
Bowen left the League members, 
who were celebrating the fiftieth 
year of the League of Women 
Voters, with the admonition to 
go on doing what they’ve been 
doing for the last fifty years. 
He said the League has a his- 
tory of staunch support of good 
town government.
